H E Letters from the Cainp before Tournay, 

June 29th advile, that upon the Report, of 
General Dopff and Major-General Cadogan, of the 
firength of the Enemy’s Camp at Lens, the Gene- 
rals of Our Army and the Field-Deputies unant- 
moufly agreed, that it was not poMible to Attack 
them without vaft Difadvantage and Hazard, and 
therefore refolv’d upon the Siege of Tournay ; that 
the better to fucceed in that Defign, Care was 
taken to foment the Enemy’s Jealouly of being at- 
tack’d, whereupon the Artillery was ordered to be 
brought up the Lvs to Menin, and the Flying-Camp, 
Commanded by General Dompre, to advance trom 
Aloft to Audenarde, as if they defign’d to pals the 
Scheld there, in order to joyn the Army ; that on 
the other hand, the Heavy Baggage was fent the 
26th Inftant about Nine in the Morning from the 
Camp at Loos to Lille, and at feven in the Even- 
ing the whole Army received Orders to hold them- 
felves in a Readinefs immediately atter the Tattoo ; 
that accordingly betweea nine and ten, the Army 
broke up, and March’d as every body (the Gene, 
rals excepted ) thought towards the Enemy ; but 
foon after the Army Divided, and the Right Wing 
in two Colnmns mov'd along the Stone way that 
leads from Douay to the Village of Rouchin, from 
whence they March’d to the Left along rhe great 
Road from Lille to Pont-a-bouvines, where they 
pais'd the Marque and purfued their March Direét- 
ly tor Anthoin ; that at the fame time the Left 


Wing March’d in two Columas by the way of 


Ponta-Treilin, fo that the 27th abour two in the 
Morning the whole Army came betore that Town, 
and invefted the place on the fide of Lille, whilft 
General Dompre, who march’d from Aloft the 26th 
did the like on the other fide of the Scheld with 
the Troops under his Command, and ten Battalions 
that had been detach’d from the Lett Wing of the 
Army for that intent; that in the March thirty 
Squadrons and twelve Battalions were likewife de- 
tach'd under the Command of the Prince of Orange 
Naflau , to furprize St. Amand and Morrtaigne , 
that upon his Highnets’s Approach the Garrifon of 


the former retir’d to Valenciennes, and that of the 
latter turrender’d themfelves Prifoners ot War as 
foon as our Troops had carried Sword in hand, 
the redoubt that detended the Bridg of thar inmypor- 
tant Poit ; that the next day the Army drew 
nearer to Tournay, in order to draw the Lines of 
Circumvyallation, tor which purpofe a great Number 
of Pioneers have been iummon’d out of Flanders, 
that on the 29th a Detachment was fent to relieve 
the Troops letc at St. Amand and Mortalgne, thar 
the Neceflary Diipofitions ave making for the Siege. 
and the Forces to be imploy’d in it ere 60 Battalions 
and 60 Squadrons, and that among the former are 
the tollowing Brici' Battalions, viz. 2 of the Royal Re. 
giment of Foor Guards:and the Regiments of Argyle, E. 
vans, Tempie, Mericith, and Pendergrats, that Monfieur 


Surville, who Commands inthe place, fent out the 

27th a Battalion te bring into the Town all the

Cartle that were PraZing iit Cne axe vnbourhood, but 


their Retreat being cut off by our Lreops, moft of 
them weretaken Prifoners.
